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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Due to amendments and persuasive arguments by applicant, the previous 
rejections of record based on Mahieu et al. and Helwig et al. have been overcome and 
are hereby withdrawn. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims 13-21 drawn to an invention nonelected with 
traverse, acknowledged in the reply filed on 09/30/2008. A complete reply to the final 
rejection must include cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 
CFR 1 .144) See MPEP § 821 .01 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1, 3, 5-7 and 9-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Katsuda et al (US 6,242,406) or Shindo et al. (US 5,853,430). 

Each of Katsuda et al (col. 10, lines 55-61, col. 33, line 53 to col. 34, line 26 and 
col. 67, lines 18-32) and Shindo et al. (col. 5, lines 24-37, col. 14, lines 17-30 and col. 
29, line 40 to col. 30, line 23) individually teach compositions comprising equivalent 
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amounts of the claimed water-soluble cellulose ethers, with viscosities greater than 
80Pas (80000mPas), exemplified by METELOSE, and a polycarboxylate modified with 
polyethylene oxide side chains. 

Thus, the requirements for rejection are met. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1 , 3, 5-7 and 9-1 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as anticipated by 
or, in the alternative, 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Baba et al. (WO 
00/42144) 

In page 4, line 5 to page 5, line 10 and page 34, line 32 to page 35, line 7, teach 
preparing a composition comprising equivalent amounts of the claimed water-soluble 
cellulose ether and a polycarboxylate modified with polyethylene oxide side chains. 

While Baba et al. may not disclose the viscosity of the cellulose ether, it is 
reasonable that the cellulose ether of Baba et al. would possess the presently claimed 
viscosity properties since the composition of the cellulose ether in Baba et al. is 
essentially the same as in the claimed composition and the USPTO does not have at its 
disposal the tools or facilities deemed necessary to make physical determinations of the 
sort. In any event, an otherwise old composition is not patentable regardless of any 
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new or unexpected properties. In re Fitzgerald et al , 619 F.2d 67, 205 USPQ 594 
(CCPA 1 980). See MPEP § 21 1 2 - § 21 1 2.02. 

Even if assuming that the prior art references do not meet the requirements of 35 
U.S.C. 1 02, it would still have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, at the time 
the invention was made, to arrive at the same inventive composition because the 
disclosure of the inventive subject matter appears within the generic disclosure of the 
prior art.
